But who may abide the day of his 
coming? and who shall stand when he 
appeareth? for he is like a refiner’s 
fire, and like fullers’ sope: And he 
shall sit as a refiner and purifier of 
silver: and he shall purify the sons 
of Levi, and purge them as gold and 
silver, that they may offer unto the 
Lord an offering in righteousness.” At 
the time of this prophecy the Jews 
and all pertaining to God’s people 
were under bondage, paying tribute 
to Rome. They became careless and 
indifferent. In fact, their sacrifices 
and worship were mere forms and ore 
monies, but their hearts were not in 
it. They were clamoring for national 
liberty and looking for the temporal 
things to satisfy their desires. But the 
prophet begins, “Behold, I will send 
my messenger.” This was received by 
the Jews with glad, anxious hearts be- 
cause they wanted to be delivered 
from the bondage and oppression of 
the Romans. When Jesus came it was 
not as the Jews expected, but if they 
had been studious and well acquainted 
with the prophecies, surely they would 
have understood His coming in a meek 

d lowly way. | 
pag quoted the first of Malac i's | 
prophecy in verse one, but the later | 
clause of verse one is yet to be ful- | 
filled. The Old Testament prophets | 
prophesied of the coming of Jesus and 
made it plain as to the power He. 
should have and what He should do. | 
They prophesied of the outpouring of | 
the Holy Ghost and told of the blessed | 
rejoicing but they failed to see what | 
would take place between the cruci- | 
fixion and outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost and the coming to catch away 
His saints. We find in Matt. 13:16, 17, 
“But blessed are your eyes, for they 
see: and your ears, for they hear. For 
verily I say unto you, That many 
prophets and righteous men have de- 
sired to see those things which ye see, 
and have not seen them; and to hear 
those things which ye hear, and have 
not heard them.” This proves clearly 
that these old prophets desired to see 
but did not see the church age. 

“How that by revelation he made 
known unto me the mystery; (as I 
wrote afore in few words, whereby, 
when ye read, ye may understand my 
knowledge in the mystery of Christ) 
which in other ages was not made 
known unto the sons of men, as it is’ 
now revealed unto his holy apostles 
and prophets by the Spirit; That the 
Gentiles should be fellowheirs, and of 
the same body, and partakers of his 
promise in Christ by the gospel,” Eph. 
3:3-6. Paul tells the people at Ephesus 
that this was made known to him by 
revelation, the mystery, that is, the 
Christ. We go back for instance to the 
things that were hid from the old 
prophets. The old prophets did not see 
the church age and how God would 
get to Himself a people for His name, 
and also how He would make Jews; 
and Gentiles one. Col. 1:25-27 says, 
“Whereof I am made a minister, ac- 
cording to the dispensation of God 
which is given to me for you, to fulfil

which hath been hid from ages and 
from generations, but now is made 
manifest to his saints: To whom God 
would make known what is the riches 
of the glory of this mystery among 
the Gentiles; which is Christ in you, 
the hope of glory.” This is a continu- 
ation of Paul’s explanation of how 
God would get to Himself a people 
that would be one. How important it 
is for us to understand God’s dealings 
in this church age. It is the office 
work of the Holy Ghost to reveal to 
us God’s written Word and help us to 
understand what God would have us 
to do and teach. 

But the main thought that I want 
to bring to our minds is the condi- 
tion of the Jews at the time of Mala- 
chi’s prophecy. They were divided in 
their teachings, they were of different 
sects and beliefs, but while this is 
true they were all crying out for the 
deliverer.

(Conttnusd from page one) 
distress, fighting and clashing among 
themselves over doctrines, Some didn’t 
believe in the resurrection, others did 
not believe in ministering spirits, and 
it was a sad time, They were being 
hounded by the heathens and taxed to 
the limit. No wonder the angels sang 
songs of peace on earth and good will 
toward men, for God’s people needed 
not only a deliverer but one who 
would make peace. Sad for the Jews 
who failed to see and receive Jesus 
as their promised deliverer. 

Now to the condition of the day in 
which we live. As I travel from one 
state to another and meet the differ- 
ent people coming to the Church of 
God state conventions, it seems that ev- 
ery one is aware of the fact that the 
coming of Jesus is near. But oh, the 
confusion and _ different doctrines! 
This used to worry me but I have de- 
cided that it is the same condition of 
confusion and unbelief that confront- 
ed the people when Malachi cried out, 
“Behold, I send my messenger.” It is 
the cry from every pulpit today, “Be- 
hold, He cometh.” I used to take con- 
solation and comfort in the thought 
that possibly there would be a world- 
wide revival before the coming of Je 
sus and that the mighty Holy Ghost 
would eleminate from the hearts and 
minds of the people divisions of false 
doctrine, the spirit of criticism and 
accusing, but after prayer and much 
thought on this subject I have decided 
that this gracious revival started at 
the mighty outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost in Los Angeles many years ago. 
It is wonderful when we think of the 
mighty power of God and how thru 
the blessed Holy Ghost millions of 
people have been saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, but we 
are in a day of confusion of doctrine 
and teaching. After studying the Word 
to the very best of my ability I am 
firmly convinced that the Church of 
God is right with its doctrines and 
teachings, as far as we have gone God 
has helped us to walk in the light. 
It is plain to me that God is leading 
this mighty army. Men have assailed 
the church, proved traitors to her and 
even in our own ranks men are clam- 
oring for position. This is sad to me. 
I tell you, it is time to turn with all 
of our hearts to the Lord and lay aside 
all of our personal prejudice and aspi- 
rations to positions and to any other 
thing that would hinder us from be 
ing fully used of the Lord, for the day 
of His coming to catch away His 
saints surely is at hand. The land is 
full of wickedness and unbelief. Jesus 
said in Luke 21:34-36, “And take heed 
to yourselves, lest at any time your 
hearts be overcharged with surfeiting, 
and drunkenness, and cares of this 
life, and so that day come upon 
you unawares. For as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell on the 
face of the whole earth. Watch ye 
therefore, and pray always, that ye 
may be accounted worthy to escape all 
these things that shall come to pass, 
and to stand before the Son of man.” 
This certainly means that there is 
danger of being overcharged. While 
the enemy will not be able to deceive 
the people that are filled with the 
Holy Ghost, causing them to be drunk- 
en and surfeiting, yet if he can get us 
over interested in the cares of this life, 





he will have accomplished the purpose 
thru which he wishes to cause us to 
fall. It seems that the whole country 
is in distress. Men are out of work, 
thousands are hungry, naked and 
starving. The whole situation seems to 
wait the time of His return to catch 
away His people. Oh, I want to be 
faithful and true to God. God forbid 
that I should say a word that would 
reflect on the character or injure in 
any way my brother ministers. I tell 
you, we haven’t time to turn aside to 
these things now. If the Church of 
God as a whole would lay aside every 
weight and do everything in their 
power to aid in the salvation of the 
lost and to increase the influence and 
usefulness of the ministry and those 
who labor with us in the Lord, we 
would see great results. 

James said in Jas. 5:7-9, “Be patient 
therefore, brethren, unto the coming 
of the Lord. Behold, the husbandman 
waiteth for the precious fruit of the 
earth, and hath long patience for it, 
until he receive the early and latter 
rain. Be ye also. patient; stablish 
your hearts: for the coming of the 
Lord draweth nigh. Grudge not one 
against another, brethren, lest ye be 
condemned: behold, the judge stand- 
eth before the door.” I don’t know of 
a more appropriate Scripture than 
these three verses. It fits the condi- 
tion of the people today. It will mean 
much to those who labor patiently and 
do everything that God would have 
them do for the salvation of the lost 
and to increase the unity and power 
of the Church. 

Especially for this year have I been 
intensely interested in the Church and 
its spiritual progress. I have always 
been interested, but since being con- 
fronted with as many grave prob- 
lems as we have been confronted with 
this year, I have been more prayerfu!

It is not my 
purpose to criticize but I tell you, 
there must be an awakening. On the 
other hand, I have observed the mighty 
working power of God as He has come 
on the scene to protect the Church 
and its doctrine. I would be afraid to 
take a part in divisions and _ strife. 
The general tenor of the Scriptures 
along these lines teaches us plainly 
that these things will be in the last 
days, but I want to be on the safe 
side and in the will of God. I am con- 
tent to leave my case in the hands of 
the Lord and press on to do what I 
ean for the Church and for the salva- 
tion of the lost. It is plain that God 
will have a people called by His name 
and that Jesus will come back for 
those who have been faithful. It is 
plain that God thru the working pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost is getting a 
Bride ready for His Son and that this 
Bride will be raptured along with the 
guests and the attendants at the great 
Marriage Feast, so let us be patient, 
meek and humble.
